(a)  Li  ilk  Supply.  There  are  5 supplementary  millc 
Licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orde 
1938,  in  force  within  the  district. 

The  milk  produced  at  the  Council’s  farm  continues  to  be 
of  good  quality  as  shown  by  analysis  taken  by  the  County 
Council . 


The  cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  kept  in  a better 
state  of  cleanliness  than  in  former  years.  Regular 
inspections  have  been  made

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods.  156  lbs.  fish,  4 dozen  eggs., 
19  lbs.  bacon,  ^"ITlcs,  rabbits,  69  lbs.  tinned  meat  and 
l8  lbs.  tinned  vegetables  we re  found  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  were  returned  to  the  manufacturers  or 
destroyed.

Of  the  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  5 occurred 
amongst  boys  in  the  College.  Of  the  remainder,  6 were 
in  Eton  and  2 in  Eton  Wick.  3 of  the  former  occurred  in 
one  household  and  2 in  another. 


2 cases  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  occurred 
in  the  College  and  made  complete  recoveries. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

87%  of  the  school  children  have  now  been  protected  against 
Diphtheria  by  immunisation  and  24%  of  the  children  under  5* 

Two  immunisation  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  Health  Centre, 
Burlington  Road,  Slough  at  which  children  from  the  Urban 
District  may  attend  - these  are  held  on  Thursday  mornings 
from  9.30a.m.  to  11.30a.m.  and  Friday  afternoons  at  2.15  p.m. 

Tuberculosis.  During  the  year  1 case  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified,  a girl  aged  18.  1 death 

was  recorded  a girl  aged  20. 

Evacuat ion.  The  number  of  Official  evacuees  in 
the  district  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  153*  as  follows
